Brandt quits as 
chairman 
after 23 years 


Willy Brandt has resigned as chairman of 
the Social Democral party after 23 years. 
(His successor will he Hans-Jochen Yog- 
el. the party's leader in the Bundestag). 
Brandt stepped down after u row follow- 
ing the nomination of Margarila Math’ 
inpolous, a 3 1-year-old Greek wonun 
who is not a purly member, as the party's 
first press spokeswoman. Fruu Mathiop- 
olous is engaged to « Christian Democrat 
poli n. The nomination caused a furi- 
us row in Ihe SPD party ranks both he- 
cause she is not a nıenıber and because it 
was saîd she has no knowledge of the in- 
ner workings of the party.

Gorging-vomiting 
illness on 
the increase 


B ulimia nervosa, a pathologically in- 
satiable craving for food usually 
followed by vomiting, seems 1o be in- 
creasing. 

Roughly 450,000 West German 
women aged between 15 and 35 have 
the illness. So do many men. 

Thomas Paul, of the Nutritional Psy- 
chology Research Centre at the Uni- 
versity of Göttingen, told an interna- 
tional congress in Gûttingen that §Û per 
cent of all cases were triggered by a dieı 
leading to a substantial loss of weight. 

Paul discovered in a survey of 400 
patients that strictly controlled eating 
behaviour with insufficent food over a 
prolonged period results in waves of 
gluttony which can last up to four hours. 

Within’ a short time, women gorge 
food with anything up to 10,000 calo- 
ries. Terrified that they might put on 
weight, the next step is often vomiting. 

According to Corinna Jacobi, who 
chaired the congress together with Paul, 
unrealistic slimming ideals are largely lo 
blame for the increase in bulimia. 

“Weight and a person's outward ap-

The trial is not expected tu produce 
ny revolutionary changes in dense in- 
ner-city reticulation systems, For i 
start, the purification plant needs 1oo 
much space. 

But it is hoped that other applications 
will be found such as in remote housing 
areas where there is plenıy of space. 

In the test apartment block, three cu- 
bic metres of waste-water will be pro- 
duced each day, In the first stage, the 
waler goes inlo a piece of apparatus 
known as the Imhoff tank where, during 
ã iwo-to-three hour process, the coars- 
est wasle and smal particles are re- 


moved.

This section consists of ‘four basins 
filled with sand, covering an area of 
roughly 65( square metres and cach 1.5 
metres deep.

These hal heen 
contimniuing the Buth conuin, 
umong other things, divxin, the poison 
which caused death and illness in Seve 
so, north Italy, in (970, 

There had heen warnings an the tins 
uf preservatives used hy the Zapkes thal 
gloves should he warn during applica- 
tion and that rooms should he properly 
aired. Bul there had heen no mention of 
any long-term risks. 

The Zuapkes sued ıe manufacturers, 
Weyl and Desowug Bayer AG. They 
reckoned the chemicals companics 
should pay for the danuıge to house, ur- 
niture and health. 

Hulga Zupke explained: “We had lo 
dbandlon everything. The stult had gut 
intu thc carpets, the curtains and all uur 
cluthes 

Their renovided mhuuse now 
slınds empty. The Zapkes muved cul in 
1983. 

They spent three years in remed uc- 
cuinmodation before returning te live in 
an annex next lo their huusg., 

Alihough the facts of {he case xcem 
clear it is difficult 10 prove wanton neg- 
ligenee by thre firms. 

On 17 December lust year the Co- 
logne Regional Cuur! rejeeted the claim 
for damages. 

“The circumstance alone that the the 
Products produced by the delendants 
may lave cased considerable damage 
to the health of the plaintiffs does not 
warra a claim far damiuges." the 
Zupkes were informed in the written 
justification uf 1he court's decision. 

Wood preservatives, the verdict ran, 
wêre approve in accordance with the 
guklelines which existerl at the {ime they 
were soll. 

Although the instructions and warn- 
ings were "inadequate", the line of argu- 
ment continued, t only from to- 
day's point of view. 

After all, there were warnings not to 
use the substances in greenhouses. 

Frau Zapke feels thal lhe verdict is a 
blatan1 miscarriage of justice. “We were 
nut warned abuut the real danger uf the 
wood preservatives,” she complained. 

The case is not an isolated one. Ac- 
curding to ıhe figures of the Consumers 
Initiative in Bonn over 3,000 people 
have reported similar problems,

"Offenders are handled discrectly 
with kid gloves.

Fifteen women and girls are assauli- 
ed every hour, deleguales heard. Every 
duy therc are helween 15Û and OU 
sexual attacks on women, girls and in- 
fants. The known figure varies every 
year between 6U,000 and 200.000. 

The three-day conference in Co- 
logne was altended hy 810 delegates. It 
was organised by the committee for ba- 
sic rights and democracy. 

Michael Baurmann, a pschulogist 
from the Federal Crime Office, repurt- 
ed that annually 20,000 cases of sexual 
alack were reported to the police and 
19 per cent of these ended with a con- 
victian against the altacker. 

In between two and five per cent of 
cases, accusations were false. This was 
well below the figure for vther: of- 
fences. 

The conference drew up xı manifesto 
against sexual assault outlining de- 
mands for improving conditions for 
victims of such assaults and possible 
preventive mensurvs. 

Doris Janssen. uf Berlin, û suciulo- 
gist und one of the organises of {he 
conference, suid that tricky matters 
would nol be ignored in the effort (té 
find possible solutions for the incicl- 
ence of sexual assault. 

She was here referring lo the fre- 
quenlly heard question of a woman's 
cumplicity and “and whether we shoulel 
deal with he culprits and whether, af- 
ler the ciscovery of mulestation within 
a lamily. the children should be sepa- 
rec Irom the family or take part in 
tamily therapy. 

Forensic door Elisabeth Trube- 
Becker suid 90 per cent of sexual of- 
fences within ù [amily went undetecled. 
A grent many cases involved fathers 
and infants. 

Both boys and girls up to the age of 
four were under threat from sexual at- 
tack, but girls were mainly at risk. 


Gluttony attacks cost a lot of money. 
In some cases crimes are committed 10 
cover costs. Mûany patients particularly 
suffer from the isolation the illness 
brings. 

They try to make sure that no-one 
finds out about their problem, The at- 
tacks Jo nol come out of the blue, but 
ar'e often planned in advance, 

Many patients even start hoarding 
food to be ready, According lo the rê- 
searchers the disease can only be curid 
with the help of behaviour therapy. 

The main objective is {o help women 
learn how to develop self-control when 
eating. 

„More important still, says Paul, is thal 
the women accept the facl that the size 
and weight of ‘their bodies cannol be 
varied at will. 

The human body soon refuses t10 go 
along with excessive downward or up- 
ward changes in weight and responds 
via a violent counterregulation.

Recent investigalions in America 
confirm this. 

The pleasure in viulence againsl wom- 
en is based in the womun's powcrless- 
ness. This poster design with the woman 
in terror and the shadow figure of the 
male is of doubtful effect because it con- 
firms that a woman. fearful arl anxinus, 
can be subjected to violence, and the 
male is depicted with his physical superi- 
orily. 

Wumen self-defence groups demand 
taf wumen nul learn t5 defend them” 
selves. Men are not all that strong thal 
women must he handed over lo then. It 
is a question of inner attitudes, a prepar- 
cdness to hil back. 

The authorities responsible [or wom- 
en's affairs have taken motice uf ihese 
puints. They have arginised a meeting 
under the slog, "Mile violence, female 
Sel-defence classes, ù 
n Frankfurt. There 

es and practical examples 
of whi this kind of preparedness meims. 

The federal state campaign hits led lo 
women's self-defence groups demanding 
for financial support from the ste and 
that young girls should be irained in this 
manner.

A poster in lhe campaign is in the fir- 
ing line. It shows the photograph of a 
woman's face registering shock and a 
hand raised in protection. 

Underneath in black letters there is the 
caption: "Violence is not a part of love,” 
It is signed “Women.” 

The poster is on display in 43 towns 
and cities in Hesse, I shows women in an 
endangered situmion and {he typical 
male point of view: "If women say no, 
they really mcan yes." 

This is a phrase, say Frankfurt police, 
that comes up time and time again when 
men jusıify themselves, 

Beneath the phuto there is the answer 
from the representative in the Hesse state 
parliament responsible for women’s af- 
fairs: “We take the view that when a 
waman says no she means na." 

The campaign also indicates clearly 
that women arc constantly under threat. 

This was demonstrated by a pamplılet, 
made availabic in every police station in 
Hesse when the campaign was launched. 

The pamplılel stated: “Violence 
agains! women is un everyday matter. Vi- 
ulence is part of a woman's experience of 
life, so much se thal women are to some 
extent unaware of this fact, Rape is the 
extreme manifestation of male domina- 
tion." 

More than IO,DOO cases of rape ind 
cuercion are reporlvd lo (he pulice annu- 
ally. Experts belicve that the actual figure 
is 1Û times this, 

Sevenly per cent of {he cases uf rape 
are by a member of the family circle, a 
friend or acquaintance, acccording to ex- 
perts at a recent conference in Cologne, 

The campaign mounted by the Hesse 
authorities responsible for women’s af- 
fairs has laken on a problem usually only 
dealt wilh by social workers and the po- 
lice.

On whatever grounds it may he, stu- 
Pilily or selfrindulgence, or — as those 
who dun'! want to have children say — 
OUI OF i sense of responsibility, the 
trend towards a chillless society has 
been wiih us for soıne time. There art 
many reasuns.Some women don't want 
fu hring up a child on their own, There 
is also cı wish for wealth and independ- 
euce. There is fear of the future, 

The Berndorffs lived with the con- 
stant worry that their children might 
one day he unemployed. It sounded like 
u sigh of relief when Frau Bernsclorff 
sid that everything has so far worked 
ont. 

So how is the educalion af seven 
children financed? Frau Bernsdorfî 
siya: "It usc to be casier. There lised to 
b ullowance for pupils and univers- 
ily lees used lo be beter than they are 
now, Sû weê werd able lo manage.” 

Now there have been cuts. She is eri- 
tical that "a great deal is made about the 
Ibiltly of people having faniilies 
dt Ihe snme time, family allow- 
tre cul." The introduction uf a 
“hringing-up allowance” she finds gnod. 
but says that it helps only a little. 

In I80. the Institut für Wirıschafts- 
Torsvhung in Berlin compared the living 
skundarcls of families with and without 
chiklren. U found thit families without 
children were clearly better off. The 
number of large famllies needing social 
welfare i nce was increasing. 

The institute’s report said that 22 per 
cent uf Families with three chiklren had 
a nett income from the husbind’s werk 
of less than 1.200 marks. Per head, this 
worked out it less than the level qualify- 
ing Tur suciul security payments. Only 
3Û per cent had a disposable income of 
more than 1,800 marks a month. 

The repurt found thal almost cvery 
stcund mother with children in a young 
family whose husband earned less than 
H.20 marks a month had to work. 

I1 also found that hetween 60 and RO 
per cent of households with three or 
mare children did nol have enough liv- 
ing room. Only those with their own 
homes had enough space, That was why 
the propurtion of home owners with 
children high at 63 per cent. 

But having an own house meant two 
Ihings, Onc was that the mother often 
had 10 work. The other was that the 
family had to go without holidays, many 
leisure acıivities and the children could 
not he kept and school and university. 

Another Marburg family, the Fisch- 
ers, wintecl {heir own house, but have 
not been able to afford it. Margret 
Fischér would have liked to have moved 
with her 1Û children into a house with a 
sûrden. Bul it didn't work out that way. 

Their first son was born in 1952 and 
was followed by five others, then three 
daughters and finally the IOth, another 
SUI. 

Frau Fischer brought her children up 
almost entirely alone. Her husband is a 
long-distance driver and was home only 
al weckends. They had none of the mod- 
ern kitchen appliances which today are 
taken for granted, It was tough going. 
Like as forced march with a double 
pack. : 

But if you love your children, then it 
will be all right, she says, She got help

When Û ik how Ihey maniged, Frau 
Bernsdorlf descrilws the hotel-like di- 
mensians of domestic lausks: nuuntains 
of washing, towering piles of dirty dislı- 
es, baskets lull of 1nrn trousers, jackets 
withot buuons and sacks Tull of holes, 
Then therê wis the huge amounl of fod 
that had to be bought and cooked. 

She had neither a wishing machine 
nûra dishwasher. They bad no cur, Her 
husband was able le help out only in the 
evenings und at weekends. 

As Suu ûs the youngest children had 
EOL pusl the worst, she rolurned to 
leaching. 

Frau Bernsdorfl is a discerning, vas- 
mupoelitan woman who understands why 
— even thu gh she has never questioned 
it for herselî — so many people lxlay 
decide a sl having children. “I un- 
derstand the attitude of people whe feel 
ihemselves to be under pressure ancl 
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special Burda supplements and callec- 
lions af recipes, In IYR@ these activities, 
employing 520, had a lurnover af 
DMIROm. 

But nune of her publicaliuns dre its 
dear to Frau Burda as Hurda-Aloden. 

Made saicl: “She has three sons bul 
Burda-Moden is her daughter.” She 
launched the puhlication alune without 
any help from her husband Franz Bur- 
da, in competition with him t1 some ex- 
tent.
